A sclentific study of air move-
nients on days of heavy smog
shows that air reaching places
where' eye irritation and other
effects were experienced dld not
pass near refineries or other
heavy industry in-a large pro-
portion of cases,

The independent Air Pollution
Foundation today released 'a
tethnical report'on “The Move-
ment of Polluted Air in the Los
Angeles Basin,” which also
shows: '

(1).that with respect to hy-
drocarbons, it corroborates the
evidence of others that auto ex-
haust is a major contributor to
air pollution in the Basin;

(2) that most of the time the
air in which severe smog de-
velops spends two days or less
in the -Basin. It does not require
several days of air stagnation
to produce smog.

A al-report -on - these
findings will be given tomorrow
by one of the authors, Dr. Mor-
ris Neiburger, senior meterolo-

the months of August through
November, 1054, At-that time,
the Foundation conducted an
aerometric survey with the co-
operation and financlal support
of the Los Angeles Air Pollution
Control Distriot,

About 1000 trajectories (wind
paths) were computed to show
the paths of air reaching sta-
tions where high concentrations
of pollution or high values of
smog effects were measured.

The Foundation's report is il-
lustrated with maps and charts

which plot the actual move-
ment of polluted air during the
survey.

In his report, Neiburger said:
“A large proportion of the tra-
jectorles did not pass within
five miles of heavy refining or
other industrial activity.”

By-Passéd Refineries

As an example, only nine of
the twenty-two trajectories
reaching Pasadena with high

Another: Only one of the
twenty-one trajectories reaching
Burbank with concentrations of
oxides of nitrogen greater than
50 parts per hundred million
passed near large or moderate-
size refineries. Five of them did
not pass near any industrial
area,

At the same time, the report
suggests that, with the build-
ing up of residential communi-
ties in all parts of the Basin,
effluents from pollution-produc-
ing industries will reach resi-
dential areas much of the time.
A zoning study being carried
out by the Control District will
further * clarify this question,
Neiburger said,

“The evidence that automobile
exhaust is a major source of
air pollution introduces a new
aspect into the zoning problem,”
he added. “The changes In pat-
terns of traffic that result from
establishment of industries in
an area must be considered. A
complete analysis of the com-
plex interaction of industrial
growth, residential development,
and traffic is necessary to see
whether there is any arrange-
ment which will minimize smog
effects.”

Control at Sources

He said, whether or not zon-
ing would have any important
effect, the major éffort must be
to control pollutants at their
sources, The present study, he
added, has again emphasized

the importance of measures to .
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control vehicular exhaust,

Neiburger said most of* the
wind Kntha enter the Basin
somewhere between Santa Mon-
ica and Redondo Beach or over
the San Gabriel Mountains. Less
than six per cent entered from
the east through the San Ber-

coast,
one-fourth probably represent
alr ‘which previously was over
the Bagin. In about seven-
oighth of all cases of high pol-
lutant concentrations or smog
effect values, the air was in the
Basin for less than 36 hours
before being sampled.
